Request  for  additional 
copies  of  the  Handbook  on  CH-47  (Chinook)  Employment  and  Utilization  in 
Vietnam  should  be  submitted  to  this  headquarters,  ATTN:  AVHAG-AP. 

b.  (Cj)  Reference  item  concerning  "Training  of  AH-1G  Aviators," 
section  II,  page  27,  paragraph  2c(l);  concur.  Recommend  DA  initiate 
action  to  review  the  POI  with  the  goal  of  improving  the  proficiency  of 
the  graduate.  Notable  weak  areas  are:  (l)  A  general  lack  of  proficiency 
in  emergency  procedures;  (2)  The  exclusion  of  touchdown  autorotations 
from  the  POI;  (3)  The  lack  of  touchdown  experience  during  practice  anti¬ 
torque  failures;  (4)  The  lack  of  experience  in  flying  the  aircraft  from 
the  front  seat;  and  (5)  The  lack  of  gunnery  experience  and  proficiency.
